ment. Another with the
same difficulty, in the same
manner as tho fust, which greatly intensified
the excitement. Fiually a company of Home
Guards was attached to the regiment, aud,
as its organization was now complete third
Paymaster, my informant, was sent. On his
arrival he asked to bis directed to the Colo
nel's quatlcrs, and a large tent was pointed
out to him. He found, however, on reaching
it that he had not been correctly informed.
It was a hospital tout, npd a Catholic priest
was administering the last sacrament to n
dying man as ho entered. The priest seid:

Ue would go off on a drunken
bout and remain until the effects of tho
liquor wore oil'. He would then return, walk

TJIE GER3rAN3

are among the best and steadiest men in the
Regular Army. They rarely indulge at at--
tempts at wit, but their imperfect knowledge
of our Linguage frequently creates great
mirth in others. At one time our recruiting
officers enlisted numbers of them who had
just landed as emigrants. Men were much
wanted at the front, and it was supposed
that foreigners could soon acquire enough
English for all practical purposes. This
proved a great trial for us junior officers who
were obliged to instruct them. When I was
stationed at Fort McHcnry one of them was
put as a sentinel over tho magazine. After
vain attempts to make htm understand his
duties generally, I at last confined myself to
two points, which were that he must salute
all officers according to rank, and not allow
anyone to set fire to the magazine. When
questioned subsequently with regard to his
orders he said he was to shoot all officers
accordiug to rank and set fire to the maga-
zine.

Recruits in those days were a source of
endless trouble to us. They should have
been retained at tho large depots until
thoroughly instructed, hut as they were
very much needed at the frontier posts, and
recruiting was not bridk, they were hurried
off, frequently under a single officer, before
they had acquired any knowledge of disci-
pline. Their ignorance ofrank and the great
familiarity with which they addressed their
commander was

are brought up in a RwpubMe, where tbe
doctrine of social equality prevails, it takes
some time to inculcate the idea of Army rank
among them; for they, in the words of
Lowell,
"Would almlco handa wHli a King upon Wn tarene.

And think it khulne to his Maftwty."

When McDowell made his headquarters
at the Arlington House, opposite Washington,
soon after the first Bull Run, I bad a desk
in the room occupied by hw staff, having
betm, by a special order of Gen. MeCleHan,
assigned to. the duty of arming the forte
which environed the Capital. I had an Or-

derly assigned me from oue of the new regi-

ments. He had been a clerk in a dry-good- B

store, and was utterly unconscious of the
restraints and requtremente of military life.
A Regular, when on duty of this kind, al
ways keeps at a reasonable distance, stand
at an "attention" when spoken to, aad sa-

lutes whenever he receives an order, but my
new man lounged about in the most familiar
way. He told me on the third day thai he
was tired of this Orderly business, and
wanted a "posts!)7 as he expressed it A
British nobleman (or at all events a man
who claimed to be sueh) was acting as Afiju-tant-Gene- ral

in the same room with me. He
was quite deaf, and as it required ageod deal
of effort to make him understand what was
said, his chief soon got rid of him. Itseems
that a Commissary, whose hearing was also
defective, came, and was assigned to duty rn
the same room. One morning the Adjutant-Gener- al

came to me to make a complaint.
He said in

HIS DRAWLING WAY:
"Upon maw word, aw'm indebted to your

Orderly for a very delicate piece of attention.
"What is that, Sir John?" I replied.
" He walked up to me aa I came in, gave

mo a poke in the ribs, pointed to the Com-

missary, and shouted in my ear, ' We've got
another deaf man here now, Sir John.7 I
was brought up, sir, iu the British army,
and am not used to such proceedings."

I acknowledged the complaint to be a just
one, and sent the Orderly back to his regi-

ment. .
There were n good many stories in my

day of the naivete of the new cadets at West
Point before they became accustomed to
discipline. One of these who had just
arrived received notice that the Command-
ant desired to see him immediately. He
replied :

"Oh, bother the Commandant. I have
just come from a locg journey and I'm tired.
I am not going to run after anybody. If
the Commandant wants to see, me let him
come over here."

The surprise of the Orderly at being
charged with such a message was comical to
witness. If any of the older cadets had
replied to au order iu that way he would
have had a taste of the light or dark prison ;
but everything was forgiven to these in-

experienced youths.
Doubltlese our late enemies have many

stories of this kind to tell iu reference to their
own experiences in the war, and some one
should collect them and put them in print. I
heard oneashorttimeago from a Confederate
lady in relation to Gen. Magruder. When
Sherman's operations and the action of our
fleet had isolated Texas from the rest of the
Confederacy, Magruder was in command
there, and as he could receive no orders from
his superiors ho had full sway. One day he
entered a restaurant in San Antonio,

DRESSED IN CITIZEN'S CLOTHES.

A Confederate soldier who had been drink-
ing came in soon after and seated himself
without cecemony at the same table with
the General. Magruder drew himself up
angrily, and said:

"Do you know who I am, sir? "
"No," replied the soldier, "and I don't

care a continental who you are. Whsu I
first entered the army I was very particular
about my associates, but now I have become
perfectly reckless. You can keep your
seat."

Magruder onjoyed the joke, and did not
havo the man arrested.

This clemency was something like that
related of the French General Peliseier. He
had struck a soldier in a fit of rage, and the
man drew up his musket, aimed at the Gen-

eral, and pulled the trigger. The gun did
not explode. The man was immediately
seized, the weapon taken from him, and he
was sent to the guardhouse Peliseier pre-

ferred charges against him for not keeping
his f - tn proper firing order.

This want of reverence for rank reminds
mo of an incident in the Mexican war. In
order to make a diversion in favor of our
small force at Buena Vista, a body of the
hardy backwoodsmen of Missouri was
organized for service under Col. Doniphan,
against the more northern States of Mexico.

THEY MADE A FINE RECORD

for themselves by gaining a complete victory
over greatly superior forces at Sacrameuto.
It is said that in this command the officers
were on an equality with the men, and there
was little or no pretense of discipline.
Everything was decided by a kind of town-meeti- ng

arrangement. One thing must be
said to their credit, however : they always
voted to fight, without regard to the num-

First of all, yeu will want to know how I
got here at all. It is a plain story enough.
We got too close to the rebels thnfc afternoon
ef the assault. Gen. Matthias's Brigade ad-

vanced under tho most awful artillery fire I
ever experienced elear to the ibofc of tho
mountain, and by that time the enemy's
musketry poursd into our line so fiercely wa
were compelled to lie down and hug tho
ground close, or we would all have been
killed. Pretty soon the cry came that Khej

rebels were( pouring through the tunnel
under the Ridge, aud were flanking ns with,
an awful Hre on our richfc.

Part of the oth Iowa was ordered to rls
up, run to the tunnel, and check this unsx
pected force. I never got on to my feet go
unwillingly in all my life, for the space he
tween tho tunnel and where I was lying
was swept with a hot fire of close mus-
ketry, Iu running across I passed; many
dead and wounded lying on the ground.
Our crossing over to the tunnel was too lute,
for double hnee of the enemy took advantage,
of the movement and hurried down the hill,
firing as they oameand demanding our sax
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render. Most of our boys retreated! qjaiekly
and got away; those at the Immediate front
were shot down or captured.

Two big Misstosippinns ran up to mo and
yelled, "Lay down that sword you
Yankee son-of-a-g- un I

Before I could obey their summons and
unbuckle my sword they both grabbed! lb,
and very nearly killed each, other for in pos-

session. It was a new sword, and my big
navy revolver went to keep it company; and
I I was a prisoner of war.

Our boys had scarcely Allien book out of
range of tbe musketry, when Sflesmftn&i eon-n- ou

on the spot where we were staetriag: audi on
tbe ridge above us.

" Get up that hill, quiek." yeliodl my eap.
tors, "or your cannon will kin ns all.'7
There was ne waiting to argue the question;
but I never before etimbed a hill under sueh
circumstances. All three of us tried to get
out of the range of the Yankee cannon as
quickly as possible, for broken stones nnH
branches of sniveled trees were felting all
about ue. Ou my way up I turned Jbr a
moment and saw the Union Knee toward
our right advancing and driving everything
before them. In 10 minutes I knew the bat-

tle had been, won, though the rebel eannou
near by me, as I crossed the top of iwe Ktge,
kept up a tremendous lire ou my repeating;
comrades.

Shortly we prisoners were formed in a
line back of the ridge, and most of us wera
relieved of such superfluities as watches,
pocket-book- s, eta This robbery en the field
was condemned by some of the offiaare noxfe

day, but that did not restore our loss valua-
bles.

That night, while the rebel army was re-

treating, we prisoners, under n sbreng' guard,
footed it down the railroad track toward
Atlanta.

I had slept hut one night in a week, and
could scarce keep on my feet; but march wet
had to, not this night only,bub other nighta
and days. I had new, tight boots on, and iu
24 hours my feet seemed torn to ptaeee; yet,
bad as itallwaq lam sure I slept some,
walking on tho ties. The obhors wera
as badly oft as myself, but a blow or a
threat would keep us on the move.

Before reaching Atlanta we took the ears
(cattle cars, and SO or 00 men iaa oar.) tor
Richmond. We paseed dear tHiougtv. th
